Turkey to Issue Paper Mouey — 
Greece Warned to Mind 
Her Own Busiiiess. 



LoMiioN, July 29. — A dispatch from 
Pretoria to the Daily Telegraph says : 
" The public herogoneraliy are surprised 
at the 'leniency of the sentence in the 
cases of Dr. Jameson and hla associates 
President Kruger has been interviewed 
on the subject, but declined to express 
an opinion." 

Imperial lrooi)3 are being hurriedly 
])U8heil to tlie front from Maeloutzie and 
Mangwoi mul Fort Tiill. The situation 
is beeomiiig more serious every day. 

Tlie British Medical Association, now 
sitting at Carliele, England, will meet 
in iNIontreal in 1897. Dr. Roddick, M. 
r., of Montreal, has been elected presi- 
dent for tlio current year. 

It is rumored thut tlie Turliiali gov- 
ernment ccnteiii j)latea an issue of paper 
money. 

The Clironiele announces that the 
Duke of Westminster, cliairinan of the 
Cretan distress fund, hua appointed 
Bickford Sniitli, of the Ariti(]uariea' So- 
ciety, to distribute the EiigliBh and Am- 
eri'jaii funds in Orete. 

Aa a result of the last cabinet council 
the Turkish government to-day made a 
formal complaint to the government ol 
^reece regarding the alleged shipment 
of arms and aramunitioti from Greece to 
the insurgents in Turkey, and relative 
to tlie appeartince of armed bandn in 
Macedonia, pointing out the danger to 
the [leace of Europe, and adding that 
Greece would bo heltl responsible for it. 
The Turkish governioent also announced 
that it had been decided togrant limited 
conceesions to the Cretans and they 
may be allowed representation. 

The powers, it is stated, have 
decided to send a collective 
note to Greece declaring that 
the government of the latter 
country niiist suppress the matters com- 
plained of by the Turkish government, 
adding that otherwise the Sultan of 
Turkey will be left to restore ordei' in 
Crete. ' 

It is i-omored that the Turkish gov- 
ernment intends to send a force of Al- 
banians against the Greek filibusters, a 
Hlep which will undoubtedly add to the 
gravity of the situation. 

A dispatch from Iltracombe. a well 
known batliing place on the north eo.^at 
of Devohl'liire, announces that half tlie 
business portion of that port was burned 
this morning, involving a loss estimated 
at £100,000. No loss of life. 



THE INTERCOLONIAL RAILWAY. 

Important Judgment by H.M, Privy Council 
Regarding the Bertrand Contract. 

London, July 29. — ^Tlie Privy Council 
baa dismissed the appeal from tbe judg- 
ment of the .Supreme co"rtof Canada of 
December U, 1S!I,^, affirming a decision 
of M r. Jiietice Btirhidge in the case of 
Poas and others against the (Jueen. The 
apjielhitita brought an action in the 
Court of the Exclieriuer of Cimada by 
petition of right to ret^over Irom the 
boiniiiiou government tbe sum of Ijs'^iJl,- 
HOI), wbieli they cliiiiiied to be due on 
two Cdutracta for the construction 
of sec^tioiiH !i iiiiil 15 of the 
Intercolonial raihviiv. Tbe appellants 
are the repi-e.^eii latives ot tlie late 
■Tolin KosB, of Queliee, who became 
in 1875, t he assignee of the contractors, 
Messrs. J. B' Bertrand it Co., of all their 
right and claim under the contracts. By 
those contracts, whieh were entered into 
in 1809, Messrs. Bertrand &. Co. coven- 
anted with the government to complete 
section 9' by July 1, 1871, for if;j5 l,8S)7 
and section 15 by July 1, 187-', for .^^SG;},- 
520. 

The contractors failed to iiomplete the 
soctioiiH by the time Btipulated, and in 
1893 the Intercolonial railway commis- 
sioneratook the works into their own 
hands and completed tliem for the gov- 
ernment. In 1880 Mr. F, Sliaidey, C.l'^., 
was appointed cliief engineer of tlie 
Intercolonial railway for the iiur- 
pose of investigating and rejiorting 
on all unsettled ehiiuia iu connection 
with the line. In July, 1881, Mr. Shan- 
ley issued a report in favor of the late 
Mr. Ross, the assignee of the originttl 
contractors, for ^231, 800 in respect of 
the work done on the two aections, and 
to recover this sum the present proceed- 
ings were taken. The Crown denied 
that Mr. Shanley's certilioatc or rcjiort 
was conteniplate<l in the contract, and 
alleged that, even if it were, it was in- 
operative, never having been approved 
by the .Minister of Railways, They fur- 
ther alleged that Mr. Itoss' claim was 
Bubaeiiuently to the rejioit, referred to 
three coiiiiiiisBipners, thoroughly 
investigated the matter, and 'who re- 
ported that there 'was nothing due to the 
contractors. 

Mr, Justice Burbidge, on tlie author- 
ity of tlio case of "The Queen vs. Mc- 
Greevy," ■which arose Upon a contract in 
the same 'works and involved a siraiiar 
report or certiflcatea of Mr. Shanley, de- 
cided in favor of the crown. Thia de- 
elsion upheld by theStipreme court, 
tbe Chief. Justice dissenting. From 
these judgments tbe present appeal was 
iastituted.

THE "HERBERT FULLER." 

Official Semand That She Be Ordered to 
Boston to Complete the Tes. 
timony, 

Wabiii.ngton, July 29. — Although the 
owners of tbe barkentine Herbert Ful- 
ler, now lying at Halifax, are desirouB of 
having the ship resume the voyage in- 
terrupted by the murder of Captain 
Nash, his wife and second mate, and 
have shipped another captain and crew 
to li 11 tbe vacancies in the ship's com- 
pany, it is by no means certain tliat 
she can be permitted to pro- 
(»ed on her way to Kosario. The 
district attorney at Beaton, who ia now 
in charge of the prosecution of the case, 
to-day reiiuealKl that the Fuller be or- 
dered to Jiustou, HO lhat he might sup- 
plement the evidence obtained by Con- 
sul Ingraham at Halifax, The consul, 
accordinglv was directed to detain the 
vessel, whiob was just about to sail for 
Roaario. Meanwhile the reprecetitalive 
of the owners at Halifax appealed to tbe 
government to allow the ship to jiro- 
ceed, usaerting that she had been thor- 
oughly overluuiled and ail visible evi- 
deiicea of the crime had been washed 
iway. This statement was forwarded 
to the district attorney at Boston, and it 
will be for him to say whether the vea- 
sel may sail away or go to Boston.

THE iBISH LAND BILL 

Passes Ita Third ReadinK— The Congested 
Districts Board Hay Borrow a 
Minion and a Half. 

LoNDOu, July 29.— The new Irish land 
bill, which passed its third reading to- 
day, was introduced in the Ilouae of 
Commons on April 18 by the Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, Gerald Balfour. It 
provides for facilitating the purcbase of 
holdings and prevents the lessee from 
having rent levied on hia improvements. 
It embodies the non-contentious pro- 
posils of the Irish land bill of 1895, but 
modifies the other propositions. 

It declares that a tenant, on a pay- 
ment of two years' arrears, shall be 
deemed to be in just possession of his 
holdings, leaving the landlord to recover 
the remainder of the arrears in the or- 
dinary way. There is no alteration in 
the statutory term of 15 jeara for fixing 
a fair rent. The purchase will not be 
compulsory. The term for repayment 
will be extended from 49 years to 
over 70 years. Relief will be given 
to tenants towards the and ol their 
tenancy, the payments decreasing 
with the length of the tenancy, 
enablin4 every purchaser to buy at less 
than 20 years'' purchase. At the start 
there wilt be 20 per cent, less rent than 
that now paid, and tenante will also be 
relieved of 10 per cent, during the lirst 
;0 years. The new bill also extends 
the powers of the congealed (listrictB 
board, and enables it to borrow to the 
e.^ctent of ,£1,500,000. In regard to 
evicted tenants, the government could 
not consent to use public money for 
them, believing it should come from 
private sources, but announced its will- 
ingness to re-enact the clause of the 
land act for a year so as to act as metii- 
tor. 



SOCIALISTS IN SESSION. 

More Turbulence on the Part of Delegates 
to Whose Presence Objection 
Was Taken. 

LiiNDo.N, July 29. — The sessions of the 
International Socialist and Trades 
Union congress were resumed this after- 
noon in St. Martin's town hall, with 
Chairman Hyndlan presiding. In his 
opening address he begged the delegates 
to maintain order, pointing out 
that their enemies wew deriving 
considerable satisfaction from the 
apparent inability of the congress 
to conduct busLness. The discus- 
sion was then resumed on the ques- 
tion of admitting French Socialist mem- 
bers of tbe cliamber of deputies, Messrs. 
Jauree, Millerand and Viant, it being 
claimed by tbe delegates, who objected 
to their preaence, that they did not rej)- 
rcsent the French peasantry and were 
not properly accredited. 

The congresa, after a great deal of 
angry wrangling, referred the credentials 
ot INI. Jaurea and his companions to the 
Freiiuli delegates. The diacuBsion of tlie 
credentials of other delegates who had 
been olijected to was then commenced 
and continued amid much interruption. 
JVIany delegates from secret societies 
from Russia and Holland wereadmitled. 
The admission of these delegates v.'na 
the aigual for another disturbance. 
Kanjky, oneof the Polish delegates, was 
o])enly denounced as a suspicious charac- 
ter and the person who made the deniui- 
ciation added that it was well known 
lliftt Kaneky had been in communica- 
tion with a notorious spy. Thereupon 
Ktiiisky sprang to hia feet and liercely 
jirotested his innocence. A suggestion 
was then nnnle to the cliairinan, 
who ])ut it to tlio convention, that a 
photographer who was present be al- 
lowed to come up on the platform and 
take a photogniph of the delegates, and 
later a phutogruph of the officers and 
cliieiH of secilons. The proposition, 
however, raised a strong protest from 
the foreign delegates.

THEODORE DUlUiANT. 

His Appeal Contains Nearly Twenty- Five 
Hundred Pages— The Case Expected 
to Proceed Promptly. 

San Francisco, .Inly 21).— The case of 
Theodore Durrant, convicted of mur- 
dering Blanche Lamont, went to the 
Bupreine court yesterday. The whole of 
the long transcript of the appeal, num- 
bering 2,400 pages, bound in three vol- 
umes, has been completed and signed by 
the trial judge, and is now ready for 
presentation before the supreme court. 
Argument for a certificate of probable 
cause will be heard before Chief 
Justice Beatty in chambers. This 
cortilicate is always granted when 
there is any legal cause suscep- 
tible of argument.

There is not much doubt that a cer- 
tificate of probable cause will be granted 
in this case, and then the appeal will

])roniptly. allowing for tho number of 
days the Sii [irenie court is occupied on 
the hearing, the number of days allowed 
to tho trial judge for resentencing the 
criminal, and the farthest limit for the 
day of execution, it is estimated Dur- 
rant liiiH iU)init four inontlis of life.

THE PENALTY OF FAILURE. 

Dr. Jameson, Sir John Willoiighby, 
Captain Coventry, Colonel Gray and 
Colonel White have been made to pay 
tho penalty of failure. Xo one, at any 
rate no Englishman, regards tbeae men 
as criminals. They undertook to rescue 
a large number of their fellow country- 
men from oppression that was at once 
hamiliatlng and galling. To do this they 
took up arms against constituted author- 
ity, against a Government whose inde- 
pendence ia recognized by the tioverii- 
ment of Great Britain, and they failed. 
Nothing could have justified their act 
except success. This the condemned 
men must have known when they took 
up arms aj^ainst the Government of the 
Transvaal. If they had delivered the Uit- 
landers in Johannesburg from the Boers 
who were treating them unjiislly and 
tyrannicilly they would have been hail- 
ed as heroes. The irregularity or the illeg- 
ality of the means used to accouii)li8h 
the deliverance would not have been 
very closely inquired into. Thecnse was 
one in which the end would he looked 
upon aa justifying the means. But they 
failed and in consequence are rcgai ilud 
and treated ascriminals. 

This appears hard, hut nuthiii;^ cIm' 
was to hai'c been cvpecled. it is iit;lit 
that the men who take up arms against 
the lawful Government of a country, 
and who prevail upon others to join 
them in the insurrection, should, let 
their cause be ever so good, be reason- 
ably sure of success before they commit 
the first overt act. There can be no 
greater crime than to persuade men 
to risk their lives anil all they i)oase.-ib in 
a hopelesa 8tiuj;gle with constituted 
authority. Good intentions ami i)airi- 
otic motives cannot be urged in piiliia- 
tion of mcli an iiUV'uce. Dr. .Jameson 
and his afi.six:iate,- knew that tiiey risked 
both life and lilierty when thry engat'ed 
in theii' rash enterin ise. Tiiey cnti-red 
upon it knowing well the jicnalty of 
failure. They failed, and we have tio 
doubt they are pre|)ared to suffer the 
consequences like brave men. The law 
of England in their case has been ad- 
ministered impartially. The judtre iind 
the jury did their duty. They were luit 
influenced by their own feelingH or by 
the sympiithy felt for the accused men 
by millions. Justice has been done and 
there is no more to be said. 



AS ASIATFJ'R .10 1'RXA [.1ST. 

Professor Cioldwin Smith has, we see, 
bought a new plaything. The professor's 
amusements are expensive, but that is 
no one's business but his own. He has 
purchased an interest in a newspaper, 
the Farmer's Sun, hitherto the organ of 
the Ontario fatrons. liul Mi-. Smith, 
we presunie, does not propose to run it 
in the interest of that ordei-. He, no 
doubt, has a better use for it, and in- 
tends to open up for it a wider sphere. 
Mr. Smith's journalistic ventures have 
not been Bucceasful in a pecuniary sense, 
but they have been interesting, and 
have, no doubt, done good. Tho read- 
ers of tho Bystander and the Week, 
though perhaps they were not 
converted to Mr. Smith's theories, 
were interested and improved by read- 
ing the polished and the viKorous 
articles they contained. The Professor 
has somehow never been in touch with 
tho Canadian juiblic. Canadians admire 
liim as a writer, but his politics and his 
philosophy do not suit them. He may 
be more successful now. His articles in 
the Farme|'B\$un may.be moie In ac- 
cordance with Canadian ideas and more 
agreeable to the Canadian taste than were 
those in the Bystander and the Week. 
, B,ut success, in the ordinary journalistic 
aense of tho. tertiis'"'f8 •'most Iik«ly"iiot 



PUPULrST PRINCrPLES. 

Although much is said in Canada 
about the I'opulistB of the United States, 
very little ajipears to be known about 
the party, except that it is in favor of 
tho unlimited coinage of silver in' the 
ratio of 16 to 1. Bat the Populist plat- 
form c'linlains other planks, and some of 
them aie very important, besides i ho 
tree silver one. Tho St. J.ouis plali'inni 
shows that the Poimlists believe that 
the United States ia in a very bad way, 
and that exceedingly drastic measures 
are needed to put the republic in any- 
thing like a healthy conditim. They 
sav in the preamble to the platform : 

We realize that; while we have politi- 
cal independence, our financial and in- 
dustrial independence is yet to bo ob- 
tained by restoring to our country tho 
constitutional control andexerc ise of the 
functions necessary to a people's gov- 
ernment, which fuiielions iiavo been 
basely surrendeied liy our ]iuhliii ser- 
vants to cnrporale nionopolies. 'J"he in- 
lluence of European nioney-changers has 
been more potent in shaping legislation 
than the voice of the .American peo- 
jile. KxL'cntive power and ])at- 
roiiage hiive been used to cnrrn|)l 
onr Legislatures and tlefeat the will 
of the people, and ])lutocrai;y has 
thereby been enthroned iip'jn tlie ruins 
of Democracy. We wduIJ restore the gov- 
ernment intended by our fathers, and for 
tho welfare and prosperity of tiiis and 
future generations we demand the ostab- 
lishmeDtot an economic and financial 
avstem which shall make us the masters 
of onr own affairs and independent of 
Kui'opean control. 

If the I'opulista really believe that the 
UflitedStatea is in Ihisdreadful condition 
it is not surprising that they are loud and 
urgent in their demand for reform. They 
are ijuite convinced that the changes they 
advocate are reforms, and that they will 
ojierale as a stire cure lor the ills with 
which the Great Republic hs alll!cte<l. 
.Vs is hecuniing, their financial sebeine 
of reform occupies the foremoat and the 
most important place in the platform. 
Here it is in full : 

Finance. — First — We demand a na- 
tional money, safe and sound, issued by 
tho general government only, without 
the intervention of banks of issue, to bo 
a full legal tender for all debts, private 
and public, a just, equitable and efficient 
means of distribution direct to the peo- 
ple and through the lawful dishurec- 
mcnta of the (iovernment. 

Second — We demand the free and un- 
restricted coinage of silver and gold at 
the present legal ratio of 10 to 1 with- 
out waiting for the consent of foreign 
nat ions. 

Tliii'd — We (leiniind the volume of cir- 
culating iiied iuin be speedily increaHeii 
to an aiiiouiit sutlii-iciit to iiicct the dtt- 
iiiantls of the biisiiiesa and the popula- 
tion of this count ry and to ri'stoi-f the 
jiiBt level of prices and laboi aii<l produc- 
tion. 

Fourth — Wo denounce tho sale of 
bonds and the increase of the public 
interest-bearing debt made by the 
present administration as unneceaaary 
anil without authority of law, and wo 
demanil that no more bonds be issued 
exce|)t by specific act of Congress. 

ii'ifth— We demand such legislation as 
will prevent the demonetization of the 
lawful money of the United States by 
private contract. 

.Si.Klli — We demiind that the Govern- 
ment, in piiyiiient of ita ol)ligations, 
Bball use its option an to the kind of law- 
ful money in wliicdi they are to he paid, 
and \si', denounce the present and i)re- 
cediiig itdmiiiistrationa for surrenderinj^ 
this (ijition to tlie holdersof Government 
obligation securities. 

I'-eventli — VVe deiiiand a graduated in- 
come tax, to the end that aggregated 
wealth shall hear its just proportion of 
taxation, and we regard the recent de-- 
cision of the Supreme Court relative to 
tho income tax law as a- misinterpreta- 
tion of the Constitution, and an invasion 
of tlu! rightful powers of Congress over 
the Bubject of taxation. 

Kighth — We demand that postal sav- 
ings banks be establisliod bv the Govern- 
ment for tho safe deposit of the aavinga 
of the ])eoplo and to facilitate exchange. 

There are very many men, wise, dis- 
inlei'ested and patriotic iu the best sonsi! 
of the word, who believe and who de- 
clare that the Populist remedy for the 
ills of the body politic is very much 
worse than the disease. They say that 
it means a vicious monetary syslein antl 
a debased currency. Jloro than this, 
they declare tlint it meana not only 
business confusion and ruin to private 
oilizens who h&V* been. . guilty bP no 
wrong against the commonweal, but re- 
pudiation, loss of national honot-/ iibd by 
consequence national disgrace'ir; ' Tliey 
flay that the men who hove drawn up 
this part of the platfortn wcrcj either' 



and their impracticable Bcbenies into i 
effect. 

The railroad system of the United ■ 
States is denounced in very strong 
terms in the platform and the necessity | 
of GoveruDicnt's owning and ofiernting 
the railroads is insisted upon. It con- 
demns the policy of granting land to 
railroad corporations and insists upon 
the Government taking proceedings to 
recover the debts due it by railway com- 
panies- 
It asserts that the telegraphs of the 
country as well as tho railways should 
be public projjcrty and worked by the 
Ctovernmcii t. 

The Populists hold that tue public; 
Liiida shottid be reserved for the use of 
bona fide settlers only, and that they 
should be granted free to each settlers. 

They favor a system of direct legisla- 
tion through the initiative and referen- 
dum, under proper constitutional safe- 
guards. 

They demand the election of Presi- 
dent , Vice-President and United States 
Senators by direct vote of the people. 

It is declared in the platform that, 
" All public salaries should |be made to 
correepontl to the price of labor and its 
I)rodiicts; and that in times o/ industrial 
<loi)ression idle labor should lie einploy- 
od on ])ublic works as far as ])racti- 
cable." 

The P.)puliats in their platform " re- 
cognize that the great and pressing issue 
oi the pending campaign upon which the 

Presidential election will turn is thefin- 

aii(;iiil (pieation." 
I Jt cauiioL be said that the Poiuilista 
, shirk the i.ssiie, for they make the ac- 
|Ceptanceof their platform hinge upon 

tlie adoption of its most objectionable 

plank. 

It must he remembered that the 
Democratic i)iirty, or aa much of it as is 
represented by Mr. Bryan, has accepted 
the Jiuiincial plank of the Populist jilat- 
forin, and has, to all intents and pur- 
posea, i<icntifled itself with the Populist 
oarty ; for the man or the aggregation of 
men who can swallow the financial pro- 
jiosals of the Populists need not strain 
at any other part of their platform-

CAPTAIN GBOBGE WELCH. ^ 

Death of a Pioneer of Br'itisb Columbia— A 
Former ResJdent,of Victoria. ' 

Adv'ces irom iSan-.' .lose,-, California, 
announce the death in that city, on Fri- 
day last of Captain Georno', Welch , who 
was well known and hiifhly respected in 
V'ictoria in his private life and as a pub- 
lic otlii.'ial. fit! was born iti 1837 in 
Oounly Down, Irelond, coming to Brit- 
ish Oiilumbia in l.S.o? at the time of the 
minini,' excitement. I'or Homo time he 
WHS a meml.ier of the Victoria police 
force, but resitiuiug that oflice entered 
the einplov of the ISank of Rritish Col- 
umbia, by which he was sent with Mr. 
ICdwin Russell to Cariboo, where ho be- 
came the hank's mes.'-x'nger. Snhse- 
quently he joined a jiarty of Royal .Kn- 
gineera who were engaged in establishing 
the boundary line between Canada and 
the United States. Having become fore- 
man of the pioneers he aceompaiued 
them to Esquimau. Joining the colonial 
jiolico he was appointed chief jailer and 
in that important position earned con- 
siderable credit which led to his be- 
coininj,' inspector of police at Victoria. 
After three years of service in that 
capacity he secured thesuperintendency 
ol the city gardens of San Francisco, bis 
nrinagement of which was the means of 
Miaterially addini: to bis iiopularilv. 
Having removed to San .lose ho remained 
tliere until iiis death, carryiiij,' on tin 
business of a real estate and insurance 
au'eiit. Mr. Welch left a widow and live 
children to mourn bis loss and to share 
the sym)>athy of a large circle of friends. 



THE DECISION SUSTAINED. 

IMineral Rights in the Island Railway Belt 
Held to Re»t in the Crown. 

The eagerly looked lor decisiim of the 
Privy Council of (.ireat liriiain in what 
has become t'enerally known as "the 
precious metals case " has been given, 
and ill biiel — according to the cable- 
trrams received Tuesday ni;;ht and yes- 
terday — sustains ii\ toio the juilt;meuls 
of the British Columbia i-ourts. The 
point at issue was aa to whether or not 
the gold and silver within the lands 
passing to the Esquiuialt & Xanaiino 
Railway Company by their grant from 
the Crown, thereby became the property 
of the railway company or remained in 
the same position as precious metals 
olse vhere located — to be sought and won 
at any time by the free miner. This 
important point on being submitted to 
the Supreme court of this province in a 
test case, w.is decided hy that body in 
favor of the jiovrrnnient and appeal was 
then carried by t he railway com|iany to 
the liii^hest tribunal in llie land. Its 
judgment ia contirmatory of the decision 
of the courts below. 



RETAIL IIAHKETS. 

Eggs Advancini; in Price— Poor Berry Crops 
—An Abunilaiice ol Hay. 

There is very little of interest to note 
in the city markets this week. "The 
people," as one merchant expressed it 
yesterday, " are all out of town pnd we 
can do with fewer clerks now than a few- 
months ago." New hay continues to 
come in plentifully, but it seems evi- 
dent that the supply of the Island pro- 
duct will not be as plentiful this year as 
in '!i5. The reason is the dry weather, 
which is just what was roiplired for a 
heavy crop on the Eraser. Another ef- 
fect ol this absi'nce of rain is a shortat,'e 
in most of the berry i^rops where irriga- 
tion was an iin|)Ossil)ilily. Tiiere is an 
improved description of fruitnow on the 
market, but in nearly all cases high 
prices i)revail. Eirga are becoming scarce 
and have advanced.

TRIPLE MURDER AT SEA. 

Two Terrible rHpnrs of, UeqtaUTorture'ifsr 
the Passenger on Board this 
Ship " Fuller." 

(From tlie Ilnllfiix IleriiUl.) 

When the crew of the ill-fated ship 
Herbert Fuller arrived here, U.S. Con- 
sul-general Ingraham had them locked 
up and gave them strict inatmctions not 
to make any statements to the news- 
papers. The consul-general's action was 
doubtless well meant, hut was ill-ad- 
vised, and has resulted in the publica- 
tion of many things that have unjustly 
rellected on some survivors, cast suspi- 
cion on others, and made the public of 
the whole continent impatient to know 
the truth concerning the terrible aS'air. 
As it ia, many absurd things havo been 
publiaiied, and the public have been 
mystified in i\ manner that was entirely 
unnecessary. 

Vouni,' Monks, the single passenger on 
board, has not a clear idea of how many 
niiiiuteH elapsed between hia being 
awakened by the scream of the woman 
and his getting on deck. To get an idea, 
we must imagine the situation. It was 
after midniglit. The niyht before he 
had been r.'adiiii^one of Clarke Kussell's 
thrilling stories of mutiny and murder 
at sea. All of a sudden he is awakened 
hy the shriek of a woman. His heart 
jnmpod to his mouth. The cabin was in 
darkness. Ho called to the captain in 
the next room, but got no answer. Then 
he groped his way into'the chart room, 
where he knew the captain had been 
sleeping, and in the dim light afloided 
by the swinging lamp, saw him lying on 
the floor. Ho placed hia hand on the 
body and nets it smeared with blood. 

lie instinctively knows that a horrible 
murder has been committed. Ho has 
seen the lifeless form of the captain 
lyinir next to his own stateroom, and it 
was the dying scream of the captain's 
wife that awakened him. He now 
knows that she too has been murdered. 
He does not go to her room. It was tlie 
most natural thinj; in the world for hin 
to imagine that his life was in ])eril. He 
was supposed to have monev with him — 
lie had $100 in gold and a draft lor ^2.")0 
Possibly the murderer was then crouch- 
ing in the cabin waiting to deal a death- 
blow to him. He groped his way back 
to his stateroom and grabbed his revol 
ver. 

How long be stayed there he cannot 
say. He thinks it was only a few min- 
utes. But minutes seem like hours under 
such terrible circumstances. But hearing 
no m.jveiiient in thecabin,ho determinecl 
to go on deck, lie starts to go up hy 
the fore companion way. Hut ho would 
have to pass the room occupied by the 
second mate — pos.siblj' the murderer — 
and he recoils from passing throu}^h that 
dark passuKC way, crosses the saloon 
attain, and reache.s the deck hy way of 
the after companion way. The first 
thing ho knows is an assault upon him 
by the mate with a billet of deal. His 
possession of a revolver cowetl the as- 
sailant and undoubtedly saved his life 
Monks does not know what time it was 
then, but thinks it was about two 
o'clock. 

Brown, who says he saw the mate kill 
the cajitain through the chart room win 
dow was not at the wheel when Monks 
reached the deck. Ho had been 
placed hy Lohesse, the Ifrenchman. 
Brown had seen the captain killed, bad 
been replaced at tlie wheel, and then 
went lo his berth to sli'ep, with 
out saying a word to anyone of what ho 
had seen. There was a man on the look- 
out, and when he saw the captain being 
murdered one word from him would 
have given the alarm, would havo rous- 
ed the whole crew, and probably have 
saved the woman's life. But be did not 
speak that word. 

Monks thinks it was about 2 o'clock 
when he reached the deck, because that 
was the time Brown was relieved at the 
wheel, imd ho had gone to his berth be 
fore he (Monks) reached llie deck. I'"i'om 
that lime until daylight, say two hour 
Monks and the mate s.it side by side on 
the deck. When told that there had 
been murder on the shij), the mate ex 
[ires.ued siirnrise, and said if so the i;rew 
iiad mutinied. 

.Monks nii'/lit naturally suppose that 
the atrocities hail been committed by the 
Becond mate— who was the fourth occu- 
par.t of the cabin. 

" Where is the .second mate?" aske 
the youn^r passeiifjer of the mate. 

" He is forward among the crew," was 
the reply. 

And as Monks did not know but what 
the crew had mutinied, and did not 
know any moment that one of the al 
leged mutineers mi<;lit spring upon him, 
be thou;,'hl it best to let sleeping dogs 
I ie, and sit there and wait till daylight. 
During those two terrible lunirs but few 
words were e.xi'bangi'd between Monkt 
and the mate. When the male fouiic 
that .Monks had a revolver, he became a 
cur and whined and cried all night — 
whined for " protection," implored 
.Monks to save his life. During 
these two hours not a word was said to 
the man at the wheel about a murder, 
nor lo the man on the look-out. 

.U daybreak the steward was called, 
and he went alone down into the cabin 
and upon his return Monks for the llrst 
time knew the full extent of the horror 
— that the second mate, as well as Caj) 
tain and Mrs. Nash had been killed. 

So afraid were all on board of each 
other l.lmt, later on, it was at .Monks' 
Mij_'f;estion that the bloody axe was 
thrown overboard, that the hoatliooks 
were destroyed and the handles were 
broken off all the axes, so as to prevent 
any further murderous work.

DEATH AND DEVASTATION. 

Birefnl Results of Storms and Floods in 
Colorado and Pennsylvania. 

Denver, July 29. — The fact is becom- 
ing known here that Inst .Saturday's 
flood entirely destroyed the Ctitskill 
branch of tlie I'nion Pacific, Denver iV: 
(iulf road, forty miles in length, running 
from Trinidad, Uolo., to the Maxwell 
land grant in Mexico. It was known 
that the road was disabled, but 
the wires being down the extent of tbe 
damage was not learned till a iiarty of 
irisjiectors came in. So complete lias 
been the destruction of tho road bed, the 
receiver said to-tlay be thought tlio old 
line would be abandoned and a new sur- 
vey made over a more deairalile route. 
The line is a valuable one, as nearly all 
the railroad ties used in tliis set'tion of 
the country coniea from the vicinity of 
CatskiU.
